Andover Subscribers Evenly Divided in Preference Between 
Rate for Limited or Extended Area—Department 
of Public Utilities to Decide 


“Tow LADS Nea 


Men of South Church Present Congress- 
man Edith Nourse Rogers Who 
Speaks on ‘‘Aviation’’ 

‘All air men simply adore General William 
Mitchell,” said Congressman Edith Nourse 
Rogers, speaking on “Aviation” at the ladies’ 
night of the South church men’s club, held 
last Friday evening in the vestry. “Even if 
he was insubordinate, he did a great thing 
for the air service, and for the country.” 
Mrs. Rogers also read General Mitchell’s 
plan for a unified air service which is ap- 
proved by many thinking people. 


The charm of Mrs. Rogers’ personality 
held her hearers as she gave carefully com- 
piled figures concerning the air service, 
whether connected with the army, the navy, 
or the mail service. She prefaced her re- 
marks by thanking those of her hearers who 
supported her in her recent campaign. When 
she first returned to Washington, she was a 
little annoyed when, during the course of 
her business, she announced over the tele- 
phone “This is Congressman Rogers speak- 
ing,” to hear the party at the other end of 
the line saying, “A girl in Mr. Rogers’ office 
wants to talk.” This feeling soon wore off, 
said Mrs. Rogers, realizing as she did that 
she was her husband’s emissary and with the 
growing desire to be the ‘errand girl” of her 
constituency and to serve them in every 
way possible. 


Few people realize, said Mrs. Rogers, the 
extent of our air service. The army has 
1700 airplanes in good working order, 130 
obsolete planes and 132 planes of special 
types for experimental purposes. In 473,500 
miles traveled by navy planes, there have 
been thirty-six deaths, and in 2,501,000 
miles traveled by mail planes, there have 
been only two deaths. The comparatively 
few deaths in the mail service is due to the 
fact that the United States has the finest 
lighted air way in the world. The trip from 
San Francisco to New York is made in 
thirty-six hours and that time will soon be 
reduced. Nevertheless the average life of an 
aviator is only ten years and he is not con- 
sidered a good risk by insurance companies. 
When an officer is killed his place is often 
filled by someone from another branch of the 
service, so the promotion of aviators is not 
so rapid as might be expected. In the navy, 
& commander in the air service is not neces- 
sarily an air man, but in the army he usually 
is. 

Mrs. Rogers is intensely interested in the 
air service, in all its branches and believes 
that it deserves all the support that can be 
given it. 

At the close of the talk, an opportunity 
was given to those present to meet Mrs. 


ogers. 

President V. D. Harrington presided at the 
meeting and introduced the speaker of the 
evening. Delightful music was furnished by 
members of the church quartet, including 
solos by Howard Bottomley. 

Refreshments of ice cream, cake and 
coffee were served by the social committee. 


A majority of Andover telephone sub- 
scribers who voted in the recent telephone 
poll (although not a majority of the entire 
number of subscribers) voted that they 
preferred the service with the ‘extended 
area’”’ even at a higher flat rate, rather than 
to pay five cents for each call to North 
Andover and Lawrence. 

The vote was 712 in favor of the extended 
area, and 641 for the restricted area. The 
figures have been submitted to the Public 
Utilities commission, and the decision will 
rest with them. The result of the poll does 
not necessarily mean that 712 subscribers will 
be able to thrust upon 641 other subscribers, 
a form of service which they do not care to 
pay for, and for which many of them have 
no use. 

As a matter of fact, more business men, 
that is 94 as compared with 72, voted for the 
rates now in effect with a toll charge to 
Lawrence. Nevertheless, the vote of private 
subscribers, 640 to 547, in favor of a rate 
which would include Lawrence service 
carried the balance of opinion in favor of a 
change. 

There is no such thing as “going back” to 
the old rates or the old service such as were in 
effect before August 1. The telephone 
company, when the referendum ballot was 
sent out, offered only a definite choice of one 
of two forms of service. First, the base rat 
now in effect, with an extra five-cent charge 
for each call to Lawrence as follows: 

Residence Service per month —1 party 
unlimited $2.75; 2 party unlimited $2.25; 
4-5-6 party unlimited %.00; 15 or more 


party, rural, $1.75. 

Business Service per month—1 part 
unlimited $4.50; 2 party unlimited oi ; 
15 or more party unlimited $2.75; 1 party 
measured (70 calls). 

Second, a proposed base rate, with no 
extra charge for Lawrence calls as follows: 

Residence service, ee month — 1 party 

rty unlimited $3.25; 2 party unlimited 
00%. 4-5-6 party unlimited $2.25; 15 or 
more party, rural, $2.25. 

Business service, per month—1 party 
unlimited $7.00; 2 party unlimited, —; 15 or 
more party unlimited $3.50; 1 party mea- 
sured (70 calls) $4.25. 

Out of a total list of 1593 subscribers, 
1353 returned the ballots to the board of 
selectmen or 84.9 per cent. The percent of 
subscribers who expressed a wish to have the 
present system chang d was vuly 44.7 percent 
of the total number of subscribers.

Dr. Bequarest Tells About Hornets and | Open Night for Boys at Andover Guild 


Wasps 

The life history of hornets and wasps was 
delightfully told by Dr. Joseph Bequarest at 
the meeting of the Andover Natural history 
society held in the Punchard lecture room 
on ‘Tuesday evening. Interesting facts 
yresented in a popular way, stimulated an 
Interest in these insects which none of his 
hearers had ever felt before. 

The lecture was illustrated by blackboard 
drawings and lantern slides which showed the 
delicate provisions of nature by means of 
which the hymenoptera or insects with two 
pairs of wings, “hook” these two paiss to- 
gether for flight, making them the best fliers 
of all insects. Bees “unhook” their wings 
when alighting, but hornets and wasps pleat 
theirs over to a convenient narrowness when 
in repose, an arrangement which gives them 
great agility when “hopping off.” Dr. De- 
quarest commends the arrangement to the 
study of the ingenious American inventor, 
hoping he may find inspiration for a flying 
machine less cumbersome than the present 
models. 

There are thirty or forty species of wasps 
in New England. These may be divided into 
the ind and social wasps. ‘The solitary 
wasp builds its nest of clay on a dead branch 
in which it stores the larvae of insects. The 
larger paper nests of the social wasp are 
familiar in appearance to almost every one as 
well as the nests formed by one layer of cells 
shaped like those of the honey bee built by 
the ‘‘polistes” often in barns. 

The social wasps forma perfect community, 
each individual living for the good of the 
community rather than for himself. Dr. 
Bequarest told the story of a wasp nest and 
swarm beginning with the mother wasp, her 
first swarm consisting only of workers, later 
swarms including males and females. At the 
end of the season, the workers die and the 
females hibernate under stones. A wasp 
community lasts only one season, from 
April to October, unlike a swarm of bees 
which is perpetuated from year to year.

Bequarest at the close of the lecture.

The Telephone Poll 


One of the first things to strike a 
person looking over the results of the 
telephone poll is the large number of 
subscribers who answered the question- 
naire. To get returns from about eighty- 
five percent on any matter is very 
gratifying. It indicates that the tele- 
phoning public is highly interested in 
the kind of service they are getting, 
whether restrictive or including Law- 
rence under a flat rate 

Another impression from the poll is 
the closeness of the results. Less than 
three percent of the votes received 
constituted the majority, 676 favoring 
the present system while 712 desired a 
change to the proposed flat rate, includ- 
ing Lawrence. 

This close vote is all the more surpris- 
ing, when one considers the many pro- 
tests that were made when the change 
was brought about. It seems that 
human nature is still very fickle, wanting 
something badly when it is taken 
away, and not caring particularly about 
it when it can be obtained. It is certain- 
ly true that not nearly as many favor a 
change as might have been expected, 
judging from the objections raised two 
or three months ago, 

If the question is now a matter of 
accepling one plan or the other, it 
seems that the system now in effect 
should be continued. It is obviously 
unfair to make 611 subscribers pay 
extra for a service which they do not 
need and do not want. In this case 
there would be 712 dissatisfied customers 
on the Company's books, which obvi- 
ously is an undesirable situation, as 
much for the Company as the public. 

Since such a large proportion of 
those having telephones would grumble 
under either plan used exclusively, the 
only reasonable thing to do seems to put 
both systems into etlect, letting each 
customer choose the service he wants. 
‘This would satisfy at least 641 custom- 
ers more than either alternative now 
open, which is something for the 
telephone company to consider. It 
does not seem that this dual plan can 
increase the company’s operating costs 
by any appreciable amount. Those 
wanting the extended area service 
could have it at the rates now quoted, at 
no extra cost to the Company. Those 
desiring the restricted area service 
should have it at the present rates 
even though there may be a slight 
additional bookkeeping expense in- 
volved in recording all outside calls 
and billing only part of them. The 
telephone company has recently put into 
ellect a substantial increase in rates. 
Instead of giving as good service, or 
better than before, it is trying to give 
us far less satisfactory service. This 
seems very unjust to the telephone 
users of Andover. who feel that while 
the rates have been raised, the service 
has been less satisfying.

Smoke Screens 


Smoke has its place in the world and 
a smoke screen is at times a useful 
thing. During the war it became a 
general practice to conceal certain 
military and naval movements by the 
use of such a device In Andover a 
smoke screen, instead of being bene- 
ficial, is a distinct menace. And the 
burning of many piles of dry leaves this 
autumn has provided us with a great 
deal of undesirable smoke during the 
past days. 

It is a good thing that these leaves 
should be destroyed by burning. The 
town does well to undertake this task. 
But the manner in which the leaves 
have been burned has proven to be 
harmful. 

One of the beauties of this town is 
that its streets afe lined with such a 
large number of trees. Yet this very 
condition brings about a serious prob- 
lem at this time of the year for there is 
both danger and inconvenience in burn- 
ing these many leaves on our streets 
There have been times when the road 
has been full of such a dense volume of 
blinding smoke that automobile drivers 
have almost crashed into one another or 
nearly struck some pedestrian as they 
suddenly have been confronted with 
some unexpected obstruction'a few feet 
ahead of them in the road. That we 
have not yet had some serious accidents 
on this account is due more to good 
fortune than what the conditions on 
the road warrant. There is also a 
second difficulty in the form of con- 
siderable inconvenience to all who 
must fill their lungs with such unpleasant 
fumes. 

One way to meet this situation is to 
transport the leaves to the outskirts of 
the town before burning them. While 
such a method would solve the problem, 
the cost involved would be so pro- 
hibitive as to make it impracticable. 

A far less expensive plan, but one 
which would work better than the 
haphazard method now in use, would be 
to have the conditions of the wind 
determine the burning of the leaves. 
lf, for examp.e, the wind is blowing from 
the east, across a road going north and 
south, the leaves should all be burned 
on the west side of that road. In this 
way the road would remain clear of the 
blinding smoke and the expense of 
Moving part of the leaves across the 
street would be slight. If on the road 
mentioned above, the wind blows along 
the road it would be best not to burn at 
all, for to do so would put certain lives 
in jeopardy. The aim must be to keep 
our streets as clear of smoke as is 
poss. ble. This applies with particular 
force to our highways with their heavy 
tratlic. ‘hese must not be allowed to 
resemble the traditionally fog-laden 
sireets of London. 

During the war, smoke was used to 
protect lives; let us not use it to en- 
danger lives.

Local Minister Takes Part in Debate at 
Washington Conference 


Rey. E. Victor Bigelow, minister of the 
South church, who has already made a name 
for himself in discussions on Social problems, 
notably in his pamphlet relative to the United 
State Steel Industry, is finding an opportuni- 
ty to give expression of his opinions at the 
National Council of Congregational Church- 
es now being held at Washington, D. C.

Every community today has its ever per- 
plexing problem of traffic regulation and 
indeed it is one of a most serious nature. 
Several interested citizens in our town, 
through the courtesy of the Townsman, have 
made suggestions as to the best way of 
coping with this problem, and our town 
officials have taken steps in the right direc- 
tion. To the writer’s mind there are two 
distinct phases of the remedy to be applied; 
the first to study traffic in general, the Second, 
to attend promptly to the danger spots. 

It is truly amazing to watch the heavy 
traffic that passes over our Main street and 
if one would spend an hour in counting the 
machines that pass, he would scarcely believe 
the figures. However, when one considers 
that several of our school children have to 
pass across this busy thoroughfare six times 
a day, the problem ceases to be amazing, but 
becomes rerious. This brings us to the 
second phase of local traffic duty — pro- 
tecting the danger spots. The most dan- 
gerous corner today on Main street is the 
cross road at Main and Chestnut streets, as 
the Press Building, New Block and Bank 
Building are all built quite close to the road, 
making almost a blind entrance onto Main 
street. The lighting at night at this corner 
is tertible. The trolley car switch is just a 
few feet below the corner and many times a 
car parks there awaiting a car coming down 
the hill. The bus line ha. .elected this 
corner as its station to pick*up passengers. 
These statements are enough to convince 
one of the danger at this corner, but let 
Uc go on, Business men in stores adjacent 
to this corner have told me of nineteen 
accidents during the last year, some minor, 
but others quite serious. The local police 
department and the board of selectmen 
agree that this corner is very dangerous. 
Citizens of the town have approached the 
selectmen and asked for « traffic officer there 
especially at the hours that the school 
children were going to and coming from 
school.

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children at this point. But alas! as is 
always the case, when laxity of duty make 
an appearance, something is sure to happen. 
Such was the case on Tuesday, October 20, at 
11.45 a.m., when an officer should have been 
there, but was not. 

I have always taken a deep interest in town 
affairs, but expressed my opinions only once 
or twice. I have associated with men who 
were instrumental in having an officer placed 
at this corner at school hours. The reason I 
am expressing my opinion now is kecause the 
victim of the recent auto accident at this 
corner was my little five-year-old nephew. 
Were it any other child I would take the 
same stand as I take now, for I have long 
advocated better protection at this corner. 
We can thank kind Providence that the 
accident was not as serious as it might have 
been, yet the machine passed over the little 
fellow and it is a miracle that he was not 
killed. This happened because an officer was 
not on the job when he was supposed to be. 

At the time of the accident witnesses state 
that there were three police officers in Ando- 
ver Square but not one at the dangerous 
corner. The selectmen state that an officer 
should have been there. The police officials 
state that an officer was on his way when the 
accident occurred. But “being on his way” 
is not “being there.” As I understand the 
situation, an officer is to be there when the 
school children are going to school as well as 
coming from school. These hours are 
approximately 8.30 to 9 a.m.; 11.30 a.m. to 
1.30 p.m.; and 3.30 p.m. to 4 p.m. These 
are the hours that he should be there, but it 
would be a very fine investment .gainst 
accident to have an officer there all day. To 
my mind this is even a more dangerous 
corner than the crossing further down where 
an officer is constantly on duty. 

Probably there was a misunderstanding; 
probably the police budget does not warrant 
an officer at this corner; probably there are 
other reasons for this apparent negligence, 
but the matter stands that my little nephew 
was hit by an automobile at this corner which 
was supposed to be under the vigilance of a 
traffic officer. The accident might have 
happened to the son or daughter or any other 
citizen of Andover and it is for their future 
assurance against a similar fate that I am 
sending in this communication to The Ando- 
ver Townsman. 

I write this not with a chip on my shoulders 
nor with the least semblance of antagonism. 
I write, not to try to reprimand the selectmen 
or the police officers, but simply to bring 
before the voters of Andover a very serious 
situation which must be remedied at once. 
I sincerely hope that other citizens of Ando- 
ver who may have the same opportunity of 
observing this particular corner will express 
their opinions in the hope that we can feel 
safer in the future regarding our children at 
this most dangerous crossroad.

A crowd of more than 6000 watched a 
crippled Andover team go down to defeat 
before the powerful Lawrence High School 
team in a game played last Saturday on 
Brothers field.
